1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed on 03/25/2002. 

- Claims 3-5 and 8 have been cancelled. 

- Claim 23 is newly added. 

- Claims 1-2, 6-7 and 9-23 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-2, 6-7 and 9-23 are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the 
prior art whether taken singularly or in combination, especially when these limitations are 
considered within the specific combination claims, to teach a plurality of functional blocks in a 
system LSI cell are electrically connected to each other by using a global wiring layer, wherein 
the system LSI cell is connected to the global wiring layer with a space through inner bumps.
